dies therefor,” Cordell Hull, chair-
man of the Democratic national
committees  declared tonight in o
stalement reviewing the first year
of the Republican party's adminis-
tratlon of national afairs,

“The patent failure of the chief
Hepublican and the aston-
ishing brealdown of the reactionary
leadership atter Mareh 4, 1921, con-

policies

stitute the chief characteristics of
the 12 months of the Harding aa-
ministration,”  Cordell  Hull  de-
clared.  “The first yeur of this ad-
ministration will always bhe notahle
for its [ailures rather than its sue-
CORENE,

“Having for temporary political
ndvantaces, helpeg to erate condi-

tions now so xrievously complained
of by the people, Republican lead-
ers are stopped from asking to be
excused for their failure to remedy

- ~them." 3

Chairman Hull asserted that hav-
tng defeated in 1919 and 1710 the
reconstruction program of the Dem-
ocrats, the Republicans *“are now
proposing the sames remedies,” to
reastore the ecountry from panic con-
ditions which the program was de
signed to avoid. .

Declaring that Republiean lead
ers are just now engaged in “‘the
uneracious task of tryving tn picture
to the conntry’'s ereditahle record
for the Harding administration thus
far.” the statement continued:

“Repablican accomplishments
must inevitahly be weigh>d and
their merits determined in the light

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AVENGING HUSBAND
SAYS KILLED TAYLOR

Writes Letter From Connecti-
cut City and Tells of the
Murder.

NAME SIGNED

WITHHELD

Says He and His Wife Drove Within
Two Blocks of Taylor Bungalow
and Both Confronted Taylor In
H!s Home Just After Mabel Nor-
mand Left.

Los Angeles, March 9 —The la-
test ‘““confe.sion” of the murder of
Willlam Desmond Taylor, film di-

rector, received by the police here
In a letter malled from an unnamed
Connecticut city, was made by a
man who deseribad himeelf as “an
avenging hueband,” it was disclos-
ed today by Captauip of Detectives
Adama.

The officers are withholding the
name of the city from which the
“eonfesslon' came and the pame
slgned to the document whilo en-
deavoring to learn more of the
writer. .

According to the letter, the film
director had had an affair with the
writer's wife. Later the director had
“seorned” her, the wife confessed
to her hurband, and the twao of them

nlanned “vengeance,” the lotter re-
eounted.
The “confession’” stated that the

night of the murder, Fehruary 1,
the writer gng his wife drove in an
automobile to within two blocks of
tha Taylor bungalow. There they
narked their ear. From a distanes
they saw Mabel Norm®ud., flm ac-
tress, leaving the apgriment, es-
corted to hear motor car by the di-
rector;, and Henry Peavy, Tavlor'a
negro servant, talking with William
Davis, Miss Normand's chauffeur.

While Taylor was talking with
Mira Normand, the ‘*‘eonfession”
continues, ‘‘the scorned wife” =lip-
ned throush the open front door of
the director’'s bungalow and un-
locked the back door for her hus-
hand to enter.

When Taylor returned. the
and hushand confronted him.

Portions of the letter concerning
the actual meoting and the killing
wera not eiven out, but, according
to the parts, the wife, after Tavlor
had heon slain, left by the hack
door, which the husband locked uf-
ter har and then hurried to their
automobile and started the engine
In readiness for a quick departure
when he rejoined her.

Then the hushand loft ealmly hy
the front door, stooping slightly so
he would not he recognized if seen,
folned his wife and drove away with
her.

The police state that they place a
certain amount of credence in the
“eonfespion.'”

Captain Adams daelarad the hand-
writing of the “confeasion’ was =im-
flar to that of Edward F. Sands,
miseing former butler-aceretary to
Taylor, but pointed out that the
context precluded its having been
written by Sands, who was nol mar-
ried.
